been placed in charge of Dr. Henry 
Klownover, 
who has been connected 
with the 
school 
administration

Radnor township, Delaware county, 
and efforts will he made to help out 
districts seeking teachers as much as 
possible in the short time remaining 
before the opening of the te rm . 
The bureau was organized 
by Dr. 
A. C. Rowland, head of the teacher
